GENERAL INFORMATION 


HISTORICAL STATEMENT 


The Alabama Girls Technical Institute, formerly 
known as the Alabama Girls Industrial School, was the 
result of a bill introduced into the State Senate in 1892 
by the Hon. Sol. D. Bloch, of Camden. The bill became 
a law in February, 1893, with the provision that the act 
should go into effect after January 1, 1895. On January 
1, 1896, the school was located at Montevallo, Shelby 
County, and on October 12, of that year, began its first 
session. The act changing the name to the Alabama 
Girls Technical Institute was approved by the Govern- 
or February 20, 1911, and the School Code of October, 
1919, approved September 26, 1919, changed the name 
to Alabama Technical Institute and College for 
Women. 


PURPOSE FOR WHICH THE SCHOOL WAS 
ESTABLISHED 


(Extract from Alabama School Code, October, 1919.) 

“The college is established for the purpose of giving 
therein instruction in the liberal arts and sciences and! 
in technical subjects suitable for women, and to this. 
end the following academic and technical departments: 
are established. 1. English, literature, expression; 2. 
Mathematics and astronomy; 3. History and political 
economy; 4. Education, psychology, sociology; 5. 
Ancient languages; 6. Modern languages; 7. Chem- 
istry, physics, geology; 8. Biology, bacteriology, zool- 
ogy; 9. Physiology, sanitation; 10. Agriculture, dairy- 
ing, floriculture, horticulture; 11. Art, painting, man- 
ual training; 12. Home economics; 13. Vocal and In- 
strumental music; 14. Commercial branches—steno- 
graphy, bookkeeping, typewriting, telegraphy. Other 
departments or subjects may be established from time 
to time by the trustees upon the recommendation of 
the president and faculty, that women may have the 
opportunity for general education and for special pre- 
paration for home making, extension service, teaching, 
and becoming self-supporting in trades and indus- 
tries and in the business world.” - 
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TRAINING SCHOOL 


The training school has 347 pupils and seven teach- 
ers. Four of the teachers are in the elementary grades 
and three in the high school department. In addition, 
each grade has work in the following technical sub- 
jects: foods, clothing, industrial art, music, and phy- 
sical education. As far as possible, the technical work 
is supervised by teachers of the corresponding depart- 
ments of the college. 


SUMMER SCHOOL. 


The summer school was established in 1916. The 
sixth regular session, now in session, extends from May 
31 to July 13, and the next summer school will be held 
on corresponding dates in 1922. 


SURROUNDINGS AND BUILDINGS 


Montevallo is a picturesque village near the geo- 
graphical center of the state. The unusually beautiful 
scenery of the surrounding country and the quiet, re- 
poseful atmosphere of the place are, educationally 
speaking, valuable assets of the college. The campus 
embracing about ninety-five acres, is well situated on 
the highest point of the town. Basketball and tennis 
courts and swimming pool make it very attractive for 
outdoor sports. 

The buildings comprise Academic Building, Bloch 
Hall, Music Hall, Dormitory, Peterson Hall, Laundry, 
Power House, Dairy, Nabors Hall. 


ACADEMIC BUILDING 


This building contains the auditorium, gymnasium, 
academic class rooms, and supply store. 


DORMITORY 


The dormitory is a large brick building, consisting 
of three wings connected by cross halls. It contains 
the library, administrative offices, parlors, reception 
halls, and two hundred twenty-five bed rooms. The 
rooms are well ventilated, lighted by electricity, and 
heated by steam and can easily accommodate four 
hundred fifty boarders. 
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There are fourteen exits to the building with the 
doors swinging outward. Cylindrical “Kirker-Bender” 
fire escapes are placed at the rear of the east and west 
wings, and other fire escapes are in various convenient 
places. 


LIBRARY 


The number of volumes now in the library is seven 
‘thousand five hundred, besides many pamphlets and 
periodicals, classified by the Dewey Decimal System. 
Many volumes are added each year, including books of 
reference, departmental books, and those of general 
interest. About $1,000.00 a year is spent for books and 
periodicals. 

BLOCH HALL 


This building was completed, equipped and used for 
the first time during the session of 1915-16. It was de- 
signed primarily for the purpose of giving instruction 
in home economics, art and manual training, and allied 
subjects, and is well suited for this purpose. On ac- 
count of lack of room in the academic building some 
other subjects are also taught in this building. 


MUSIC HALL 


The Music building is devoted entirely to the teach- 
ing of music. It is of most unusual charm and perma- 
nence, from the carved stone entrance to the lovely con- 
cert room upstairs. The construction is fireproof, 
having brick and hollow tile walls and reinforced con- 
crete ceiling and floors, the latter being covered with 
wood in the rooms and tile in the corridors. 


PETERSON HALL 


The infirmary, named in honor of Dr. Francis Marion 
Peterson, who served the college wisely and faithfully ° 
for seven years as its second president, is situated about 
fifty yards from the dormitory in a quiet, retired place. 
In plan it is two stories high, with basement, and has 
accommodations for thirty-six patients. 


SUPPLY STORE 


The supply store, on the ground floor of the academic 
‘building, is for the convenience of the students. It 
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furnishes, at about cost, anything needed in their school 
work. In connection with the supply store is the col- 
lege post office, where mail is given out twice daily. 


WATER SUPPLY 


The college has an adequate water supply for drink- 
ing and sanitary purposes and for fire protection. This 
water is secured from two springs and is stored in two 
tanks of thirty and of one hundred twenty thousand 
gallons capacity respectively. From these tanks the 
water is distributed throughout the buildings and 
srounds for drinking and sanitary purposes and fire 
protection. 


FIRE PROTECTION 


At convenient and accessible points within the build- 
ings are located chemical fire extinguishers, in addition 
to an ample supply of fire hose. Outside the buildings 
nine fire plugs supply thirteen openings to which fire 
hose can be attached. Two fire hose carts, each con- 
taining five hundred feet of hose, are conveniently 
housed, so that in a very brief period of time several 
streams of water can be concentrated at any point in 
the event of such a necessity. Two fire-drills are held 
each month. 


SWIMMING POOL 


The students for the session 1916-17 and 1917-18 con- 
tributed and raised sufficient funds to build a swim- 
ming pool. This pool, thirty feet wide by sixty-five 
feet long, is the largest owned by any Athletic Associa- 
tiomssY) Mi €. Al) Yo W2iC.-A4.) or collese um’ the State ote 
Alabama. Dressing rooms equipped with shower baths 
have been added. The pool has been in use by the stu- 
dents since March, 1918, in connection with the gym- 
nasium work, and swimming lessons are given under 
competent instructors. 


ORGANIZATIONS 


Y. W. G, A. 


The Young Women’s Christian Association, through 
its social life, Bible and mission study, religious meet- 
ings and Association relationships, seeks to promote 
right living in the school community and to train stu- 
dents for Christian work. The social work of the As- 
sociation begins with welcoming new students, and be- 
sides being hostess at many and varied social functions, 
the Association creates a spirit of friendliness and 
fellowship throughout the entire student body. 

In order to provide opportunity for more satisfactory 
Bible study, a College Sunday School was organized at 
the beginning of the session 1916. Its officers and 
teachers are members of the faculty; its meetings are 
held at the regular Sunday. school hour on Sunday 
morning; its classes meet for recitation in the regular 
class rooms. 

Through the religious meetings the Association is 
training leaders for work in the churches of our home 
communities. A prayer circle is held each morning, 
and on Wednesday and Sunday evenings the regular 
Association meetings are conducted. 

The Association is a part of the South Central Terri- 
tory, and is affiliated with the National Board of Y. W. 
C. A. of America. It is visited by field secretaries, and 
delegates are sent to the State Convention of Y. W. C. 
A. and to the Southern General Conference at Blue 
Ridge, N. C.

ATHLETIC ASSOCIATION 


An Athletic Association was organized in 1913. The 
object of the association is to promote an interest in 
athletics among the students. Any student is eligible 
to membership, and all are urged to become members. 
of the association and engage in one or more of the 
atheletic games offered. Class teams are formed in bas-

ket ball, baseball, captain ball, volley ball, hockey, and 
tennis. 

The association is under control of an Advisory 
Board, consisting of two representatives from each 
class, and the members of the athletic committee, ex- 
officio.

ALUMNAE ASSOCIATION 


In May, 1902, the Alumnae Association was organiz- 
ed. It is earnestly requested that every graduate be- 
come an active member by paying the annual dues of 
$1.00. The objects of the Association are to foster the 
ties formed during school days, and to establish a fund 
to aid the students of the college. At present the As- 
sociation is bending its energies towards having erected 
on the college campus a practice home to be used in 
connection with the home economics department. 

Every graduate is requested to notify the college by — 
the first of May each year of any change in her name, 
address or occupation.

BOARDING ARRAINGEMENTS 


About 450 boarders can be accommodated in the 
dormitory. Assignment of rooms is made according to 
the date of application. 

Only single or three-quarter beds are used. No 
-double beds are allowed. 

Each student is expected to keep her room in order. 

The evening study period is for two and one-half 
hours, 7:00 to 9:30. 

Each student should bring with her:

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(Note: Of the above articles, such as may be need- 
ed the first night, should be brought in a valise as 
trunks are often one day late in being delivered.) 


EMPLOYMENT FOR PUPILS 


Employment is offered to about thirty-five pupils in 
dormitory and dining room service. For this work fair 
and reasonable compensation is paid. These pupils 
are employed, not for the purpose of helping them 
through college but because the institution is com- 
pelled to have the work done, and prefers employing its 
own pupils to outsiders. The pupil so employed can 
use the money thus earned in paying a part of her col- 
lege expenses. As a matter of fact, all who are so em- 
ployed pay a large part of their college dues in this 
way. Many of the best students have been enabled by 
this plan to get the benefits of the Institute training 
who otherwise could not have obtained it. This Col- 
lege was the first in the South to employ student help. 
Now, practically every school or college is having the 
greater part of its service rendered by students. 


RESERVATION OF ROOMS, ADVANCE FEE 


On May first of each year the books of the matron are 
opened for room space reservation in the dormitory for 
the following session. No room space is reserved until 
the advance fee, $2.50, is paid. This advance fee is 
credited on the student’s account. If a student, after 
having paid the advance fee, finds that she cannot at- 
tend, the fee will be refunded, provided the President 
is notified before August 15, otherwise the. fee will not 
be refunded. 

In reserving room space, it is distinctly understood 
that the pupil must be present on September 13, to 
claim the reserved space, or a satisfactory reason for 
being late must be sent in advance by wire or in writ- 
ing t6 the President; otherwise, the reserved space is 
forfeited and the fee will not be refunded. An appli- 
cant can reserve space only for herself. A separate ap- 
plication and advance fee must be made for room- . 
mates. 
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LATE REGISTRATION 


Any student registering after September 13 will be 
charged a fee of $2.00 for late registration. 


SCHOLARSHIPS 


1. The Alumnz Association maintains a loan 
scholarship whose beneficiary is elected by the Assoc- 
iation at the annual meeting in May. 

2. Loan scholarships are maintained by the stu-. 
dents’ clubs, and are awarded to any of their respective 
members, as follows: Julia Strudwick Tutwiler, two 
scholarships; Castalian, one scholarship; Philomathie, 
one scholarship; Emma Hart Willard Society, one 
scholarship. 

3. The Alabama Federation of Women’s Clubs has 
two loan scholarships; the Conra McConaughy scholar- 
ship and the Kate Morrisette scholarship. 

To obtain one of the scholarships a girl must be: 1, 
resident of Alabama; 2, unable to complete her educa- 
tion without financial assistance; 3, able to enter the 
Junior class; 4, must take one of the industrial courses. 
After satisfying the above conditions, the applicant 
must secure the endorsement of the College, the en- 
dorsement of the Federation Loan Scholarship Com- 
mittee, and must sign a note to pay back, within a stip- 
ulated time, whatever amount has been lent her. 

In addition to the above, the Alabama Federation of 
Women’s Clubs offers three other scholarships: 1. 
The Bessie Baker Scholarship—a loan scholarship of 
$50.00 to be awarded to a girl from the Fourth Federa- 
tion District, composed of the following counties: Bibb, 
Dallas, Greene, Hale, Lowndes, Marengo, Perry, Pick- 
ens, Shelby, Sumter, Tuscaloosa, and Wilcox. 2. The 
Elizabeth Haley Moore Schoolarship—a loan scholar- 
ship of $100, to be awarded to a Senior from the Second 
Federation District, composed of the following coun- 
ties: Blount, Fayette, Jefferson, Lamar, Marion, Walk- 
er, and Winston. 3. The Mary Hill Randle Memorial 
Scholarship—a loan scholarship of $180.00 offered by 

the Andalusia Study Club. 

All applications for Federation scholarships should 
be sent to Mrs. John R. Hornady, 920 South 20th St., 
Birmingham, Alabama. 

4. The Alabama Division of the United Daughters 
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of the Confederacy has raised a fund of $2,500.00 for 
the establishment of two scholarships at The Alabama 
Technical Institute and College for Women, known as 
the “Virginia Clay Clopton” Scholarship and_ the 
“Sallie Jones” Scholarship. The money is invested 
and only the proceeds, $200.00 annually or $100 for 
each scholarship, can be used. 

Mrs. J. H. Crenshaw, President of the Alabama Di- 
vision of the United Daughters of the Confederacy, has 
presented to the college the sum of $1,250.00 for the cs- 
tablishment of the “Lizzie Crenshaw Memorial Scholar- 
ship.” The interest on this fund, $100.00 per annum, is 
to be awarded to some worthy girl on the same con- 
ditions as the other U. D. C. scholarships are given. 

To be eligible for these scholarships a girl must be: 
1, a resident of Alabama; 2, a descendent of a worthy 
Confederate soldier; 3, unable to complete her educa- 
tion without financial assistance; 4, prepared to enter 
a college class; 5, must take one of the industrial cours- 
es; 6, must secure the endorsement of the Alabama Di- 
vision U. D. C. Scholarship Committee. All applications 
must be sent to Mrs. L. M. Bashinsky, Troy, Ala. 

5. The Stonewall Chapter of the United Daughters 
of the Confederacy, Chicago, Ill., has established a 
scholarship of $50.00 annually. The recipient of this 
scholarship must be a lineal descendent of a Confeder- 
ate soldier and a girl who absolutely needs assistance in 
order to obtain an education. Applications for this 
scholarship must be made to the President of the Ala- 
bama Technical Institute and College for Women, 
Montevallo, Alabama. 

6. Under the terms of the will of Mrs. Margaret 
Isbell Hardie (Mrs. Joseph Hardie) $1,000.00 has been 
given to this College to establish a scholarship to be 
called the “Margaret Isbell Hardie” Scholarship. This 
fund is to be invested and the interest only to be used 
for the education of girls. Sixty dollars will be avail- 
able for the session 1921-22. Application should be 
made to the President of the Alabama Technical Insti- 
tute and College for Women, Montevallo, Ala. 

7. Expression Scholarship. The Expression depart- 
ment has set aside sixty dollars to be used as a loan 
‘scholarship by a student in the study of expression. 
Any college student is eligible for this scholarship. 

8. Birmingham News Scholarship—The Birming- 
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ham News offers a scholarship to an Alabama girl to 
be used in the Alabama Technical Institute and College 
for Women under the following conditions: An ap- 
plicant for this scholarship must be a graduate of a 
standard high school, must submit a detailed statement 
of her high school record and must submit letters of 
recommendation from her high school principal, the 
county superintendent of education and at least two 
other prominent citizens of the county (one of whom 
shall not be a teacher), as to scholarship, deportment, 
character, general fitness for college work, as well as. 
inability to attend college without such help as is af- 
forded by the scholarship. The scholarship will cover 
actual expenses not in excess of $500.00. 

All applications for this scholarship must.be made to: 
The Scholarship Department of the Birmingham News, 
Birmingham, Ala., and must be filed before July 15th. 


9. Kate G. Hagan Music Scholarship :—At the meet- 
ing of the Alabama Federation of Women’s Clubs in 
November, 1920, a music teacher’s training scholarship 
was established at Montevallo. It is intended to aid 
one who is preparing to teach music. It is a loan 
scholarship sufficient to cover music tuition. The 
beneficiary is to be appointed by the Chairman of the 
Scholarship Committee, Mrs. John R. Hornady, 920 S. 
Twentieth St., Birmingham, upon the recommendation 
of Charles R. Calkins, Director of Music, Montevallo. 
Arrangements for examination must be made with Mr. 
Calkins. 


APPEAL FOR OTHER SCHOLARSHIPS 


The Alabama Technical Institute and College for 
Women is maintained by the state for the higher ed- 
ucation of its young women, both in cultural and pract- 
ical lines, to prepare them for the duties of home life 
and for useful employment whereby they may become 
self-supporting. The expenses are kept as low as pos- 
sible, consistent with wholesome living and sane econ- 
omy during this period of universal high prices. 

The institution does not deny its privileges to any 
worthy young women, but there are many deserving 
young women who cannot attend for the lack of funds. 
The college invites the attention of public spirited citi- 
zens to this condition and asks the consideration of an 
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award of two hundred and fifty dollars towards the ed- 
ucation of a student for the scholastic year, the con- 
tributions thus made to be expended according to the 
judgement of the president. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS 


All letters to students should be addressed to room 
number, care Alabama Technical Institute and Col- 
lege for Women, Montevallo, Alabama. 

When a student has enrolled a room will be assigned 
her with one or two roommates. The right to change, 
at any time, either room or roommates is reserved by 
the college authorities. 

Special effort should be made by students to reach 
Montevallo on the opening day, so that they may be 
classified and begin recitations with their respective 
classes. 

Students are advised to enroll in the President’s of- 
fice before the close of the day, September 13, and save 
payment of the late registration fee, $2.00. 

Students are not allowed to entertain friends or re- 
latives in the dormitory. 

No chafing dishes are allowed in the dormitory. 

The advance fee of $2.50 is credited on student’s ac- 
count. If after sending the fee the applicant finds that 
she cannot attend, this fee will be refunded provided 
the President is notified before August 15, otherwise, it 
will not be refunded.

These rates are for students who live in Alabama and 
who attend the entire session. No period of less than 
three weeks at entrance will be considered in a reduct- 
ion of the charge for room, board and laundry. Stu- 
dents who enter more than three weeks after the be- 
ginning of a term will be charged all of the fees for that 
term and for room, board, laundry at the rate of one 
dollar per day from the date of entrance to the date of 
the next regular payment. The payment must always 
be made on entrance. 
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OUT OF STATE STUDENTS 


Pupils from other states than Alabama will be charg- 
ed a tuition fee of $24.00, payable $8.00 per term with 
the regular payments. 


ESTIMATED TOTAL EXPENSE FOR FIRST TERM 


The foregoing is an account of the expense for the en- 
tire session and for each term. Below we give an es- 
timate of the amount of money a student boarding in 
the dormitory should be provided with on entering 
school. This amount, of course, will vary according to 
the class which a student enters, and to the course she 
takes. A student taking music is required to buy her 
own music and a metronome. Since the cost of books 
used in different classes and courses varies, the esti- 
mate given below should be taken not too literally.

A prospective student, therefore, when she leaves 
home should be provided with $99.00 in addition to her 
traveling expenses, in order that she may enter school, 
procure books, etc., and begin recitations without de- 
lay. Should the student take music, expression, or any 
of the other subjects, for which a special laboratory 
fee is charged, she should be prepared to pay those fees. 
All students from states other than Alabama should be 
provided with $8.00 in addition to the amount mention- 
ed above. 

REFUND 


All students who withdraw before the close of a term 
will receive a rebate on room, board, and laundry, de- 
termined in the following manner: 

She will be charged one dollar and fifty cents per day 
from the beginning of the term to the date her resigna- 
tion is in the hands of the President, and this amount 
will be deducted from the payment for board for the 
whole term. The amount remaining will be refunded to 
her. No refund is allowed for a leave of absence. 

In no case will any part of tuition or any other fee 
before mentioned be refunded. 
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CHARGE FOR LOCAL STUDENTS 


Local students, or those not boarding in the dormi- 
tory, do not pay the college for room, board, and laun- 
dry or for medical and medicine fee, but must pay 
other fees on the first day of each term. 


FEE FOR HOME ECONOMICS COURSES 


This fee is to cover the cost of food supplies in the 
food courses and of keeping machines in order, sup- 
plying some materials necessary for general experi- 
ments, etc., in the clothing courses. 


‘STUDENT ACTIVITIES FEE 


In every college there are various organized activi- 
ties in which every student takes part. These organi- 
zations are a necessary part of school life, and are sup- 
ported by membership fees. By consolidating all of 
them and paying the fee of $2.50 at the beginning of 
each term, a saving is effected for the student. Sucha 
fee has been charged by many colleges for several 
years. It was the unanimous request of the student 
body that this fee be collected.

METHODS OF ADMISSION 


(The regulations in this catalog governing course of 
study supersede those of all previous catalogs.) 

1. By Examination: An applicant without a certi- 
ficate from an approved High School must pass en- 
trance examinations for the class she wishes to enter. 

Entrance examinations will begin at 8:00 o’clock 
Wednesday morning, September 14, and continue 
throughout the day. At the same time former students 
and new students with approved certificates will be en-. 
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rolled and classified. All students should arrive as early 
as practicable on Tuesday, September 13, in order to 
secure their rooms and be ready for classification or ex- 
amination on Wednesday morning, thus saving them- 
selves much personal inconvenience. 

2. By certificate from affiliated schools: The certi- 
ficate must include a copy of the student’s record, both 
in studies and deportment, signed by the Principal of 
the school. This record should be given on the college 
blanks which will be furnished on application. If this 
certificate is not presented before the date set for the 
entrance examinations, the student will be required to 
take the regular entrance examinations. 

For list of affiliated schools, see pages in back of this 
catalog. 


SPECIAL STUDENTS 


Applicants eighteen years of age or over, who desire 
to pursue special courses, may be admitted without 
formal examinations, but must give evidence of adc- 
quate preparation to the Admission Committee and to 
the head of each department in which the courses are 
sought. 

If a special student desires to room in the dormitory, 
she must carry at least fourteen hours of work, six or 
more of which must be in academic subjects. She must 
conform to all regulations as other students. In no case 
does a special course lead to a diploma or degree. 


ADVANCED STANDING 


A student may be admitted to advance standing if 
she presents credits from an approved institution of 
collegiate rank. 

No degree, diploma, or certificate will be granted to 
any student who has not spent at least one year in res- 
ident work. 


RANKING OF COLLEGE STUDENTS 


To rank as a member of the freshman class, a student 
must have presented fifteen units high school credit. 
If she has only thirteen or fourteen units, she will be 
ranked as a conditioned freshman. 

To rank as a member of the sophomore class, a stu- 
dent must have twelve hours college credit in addition

to the fifteen high school units required for admission 
to the freshman class. 

To rank as a member of the junior class, a student 
must have thirty hours college credit in addition to the 
fifteen high school units required for admission to the 
freshman class. 

To rank as a member of the senior class, a student 
must have forty-eight hours college credit in addition 
to the fifteen high school units required for admission 
to the freshman class. 


NUMBER OF HOURS ALLOWED 


The regular prescribed number of hours for all stu-, 
dents is 17, but by special permission from the instruct- 
ion Committee, a student may register for 20 hours per 
week. 


REQUIREMENTS FOR GRADUATION 


Forty-eight hours of college credit and physical Ed- 
ucation are required for graduation. Each student 
must so arrange her electives that she will have not less 
than nine nor more than twelve hours credit in one 
department, and not less than six nor more than nine 
in another department. The subjects required in the 
respective courses may count towards these require- 
ments. 

All students must take physical education two peri- 
ods per week unless excused by the resident physician. 

Courses of study are arranged so that those number- 
ed from 1 to 10 count as high school credit; those from 
10 to 20, as freshman credit; those from 20 to 30, as so- 
phomore credit: those from 30 to 40, as junior credit. 

Any student in the junior class who elects a subject 
numbered below 30 will receive only two-thirds credit, 
i. e. mathematics 11 (trigonometry) has three hours 
credit for a member of the freshman class; if elected by 
a member of the junior class, it will carry two hours 
credit. 

The degree of Bachelor of Science in home econom- 
ics will be granted in 1922-23 upon the completion of 
either the four year General Home Economics course 
or the Vocational Home Economics course. 

A three year college diploma is granted upon the 
completion of any of the three year college courses. 
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A two year college diploma is granted upon the com- 
‘pletion of the two year course. The two year course 
will be discontinued after the session 1921-22. Hence, 
the first year’s work will not be offered this session 
1921-22. 

A professional or special teacher’s certificate will be 
granted to the students who complete the teacher-train- 
ing courses as outlined in the catalog.

_ Typewriting course for Bookkeeping 11 is the same as 
that required of Shorthand 11 students. 10 hours. 
Credit 4 hours. 


STENOGRAPHY 


Stenography 11. The principles of Graham’s Stand- 
ard Phonography are taught. Dictation is given con- 
sisting of letters, law forms, magazine articles. All 
notes are transcribed. To complete the course the stu- 
dents must pass an examination at one hundred words 
a minute, new matter. Six weeks of office work is re- 
quired. 10 hours. Credit 5 hours. 

Typewriting 11. The touch system of typewriting is 
used. The position of letters and characters on the 
keyboard is taught. Manifolding, mimeographing, and 
filing of letters are taught. A speed of sixty words a 
minute from dictation is required . Practical work 
which embraces the duties that devolve upon a private 
secretary and the arrangement of letters, enclosures, 
forms of remittance, filing systems, etc., is given in con- 
nection with this course. 10 hours. Credit 4 hours.

Every course in the English department includes 
three hours of instruction in the use of the library.This 
is given by the librarian near the opening of the year. 

English 11. Freshman college rheotoric. Text: Manly 
and Rickert’s “The Writing of English”. Themes of 
varied length, tri-weekly conferences with the instruct- 
or, the reading of fifteen books from a recommended 
list with reports, oral composition. Required of all col- 
lege freshmen. 3 hours. Credit 3 hours. 

English 21. General survey of English literature. 
Texts: Reynolds and Greever’s “Facts and Back- 
srounds of Literature”. “Century Reading in English 
Literature”, and books of selections from modern writ- 
ers. Collateral reading. Required of all college sopho- 
mores, and elective to college freshmen upon the re- 
commendation of the instructor. Three lectures and 
one quiz a week. Credit 3 hours. 

English 26. English for Teaching. A study of Com- 
position and English and American literature includ- 
ing the majority of the college entrance requirements, 
so selected, organized and presented as to prepare 
teachers of English in junior and senior high schools. 
Representative textbooks will be examined and read- 
. Ings in periodicals and reference books of professional 
value to the English teacher will be assigned. Open to 
sophomores and juniors. Two lectures and one quiz a 
week. Credit 2 hours. 

English 27. Public speaking and Play Production. 
A study and application of the principles of oral Eng- 
lish presented so as to develop efficiency in teaching 
oral English in the grades and the high school; the pre- 
sentation of short speeches and the interpretation of 
short masterpieces of literature; debating; and a short 
course in play production with an introduction to dra-

matic art of practical value to English teachers, direct- 
ors of school dramatics, and community workers. Open 
to Sophomores and Juniors. Two lectures and one quiz 
per week. Credit 2 hours. 

For a course in literature for teaching in the grades, 
see the department of education course 26 second term. 

English 31. Nineteenth Century English literature. 
A study of the greater poets and essayists of the age of 
Romanticism and the Victorian age, with collateral 
reading from the greater novelists and short-story writ- 
ers of the century. Required of all juniors and open to 
sophomores who have completed course 21 with mark- 
ed scholarship. Two lectures and. one quiz a week. 
Credit 2 hours. 

English 32. Shakespeare; and the Modern Drama. A 
study of fifteen plays by Shakespeare; a discussion of 
the Elizabethan theatre, the development of the drama 
and Shakespeare’s life; reading of fifty-five representa- 
tive modern plays from English, Continental, and 
American drama from Ibsen to the present day; read- 
ing of the “Antigone” and a comparison of the techni- 
que of the drama in different periods of its develop- 
ment. Open to juniors and sophomores with special 
permission. Three hours a week. Credit 3 hours. (Not 
offered in 1921-22.) 

English 33. General survey of American literature. 
Texts: Reynolds and Greever’s “Facts and Back- 
grounds of Literature”, “Century Readings in Amer- 
ican Literature’, and books of selections from modern 
writers. Collateral reading. Open to all juniors and 
sophomores not enrolled in course 21. Two lectures 
and one quiz a week. Credit 2 hours. 

English 14. Elementary Expression. Private lessons 
in the principles of voice production, dramatic action, 
pantomime, story telling, with short selections from the 
better poets and prose writers, and reading in private 
recitals. A special fee is charged for this course. Two 
lessons a week. Credit 2 hours. 

English 24. Intermediate Expression. A continua- 
tion of course 14, with extemporaneous speaking, selec- 
tion from standard dramas, and reading in public re- 
citals. A special fee is charged for this course. Two 
lessons a week. Credit 2 hours. 

English 34. Advanced Expression. A continuation 
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of course 24, with a study of dramatization, stage art, 
and repertoire; and a public recital. A special fee is 
charged for this course. Two lessons a week. Credit 
2 hours.

HOME ECONOMICS

Simple white wash dresses and aprons will be re- 
quired for laboratory use in all food classes. For 
aprons The Ladies Home Journal pattern No. 2577 or 
a similar design, is suggested. 

The courses in home economics have been divided in- 
to units A, B, C, thereby enabling students to complete 
one unit of a course in a summer school session. 
Home Economics 11 A, B, C: 

This course includes the study of foods in relation to 
their production, manufacture, composition, and nutri- 
tive value; changes in processes of digestion; function 
in nutrition. Technique in the use of the laboratory 
and the handling of materials is taught. Food values 
in relation to cost are studied as exemplified in the 
planning, preparation, and service of simple meals. Es- 
pecial emphasis is placed on the care of milk in the 
home and place in the diet. 
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Prerequisite: One year high school clothing meet- 
ing the requirements of the department. 

Fall, Winter and Spring terms. 

Lecture and recitation combined five hours per week. 
Credit three hours. 

Home Economics 12 A, B, C: 

The purpose of this course is to give a general know- 
ledge of textiles, leading to a wiser selection and pur- 
chase of materials, aiming to develop a keener sense of 
appreciation for good materials, simple, attractive de- 
signs and color harmonies. Training in elementary 
sewing includes problems of rapid machine work ap- 
plied to the construction of children’s clothing. Em- 
phasis is placed upon the elements of the care and re- 
pair of clothing, including laundering personal and 
household linens. The practical problems in Unit A 
consist of construction of underwear. Unit B, Child- 
ren’s clothing. Unit C, Elementary dressmaking. 

Prerequisite: One year high school clothing. 

Fall, Winter, and Spring terms. 

Lecture and recitation combined five hours per 
week. Credit three hours. 

Home Economics 13 A, B, C: 

A general course in practical cooking. This course 
is designed as an elective for college students who are 
not taking the home economics course and who desire 
some knowledge of practical cookery directly 
applicable to the home. It includes a study of the 
selection and preparation of foods and their appropri- 
ate service applied in the planning, cooking, and servy- 
ing of breakfasts, luncheons, dinners, and suppers, 

Elective any college year. 

Prerequisite: One year of high school cookery, meet- 
ing the requirements of the department. 

Fall, Winter and Spring terms. 

Combined laboratory and lecture four hours per 
week. Credit two hours. 

Home Economics 14 A, B, C: 

A general course in clothing designed as an elective 
for college students who are not taking the home econ- 
omics course and who desire some knowledge of the 
principles of design and construction of clothing. This 
course includes a study of the selection of materials, 
adaption of patterns, constructive processes of elemen- 
tary dressmaking, care and repair of clothing, and the 
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purchase of clothing,, including, hats, shoes, hosiery 
and other accessories. 

Elective any college year. 

Combined laboratory and recitation four hours per 
week. Credit two hours. 

Home Economics 21 A, B, C: 

Advanced food preparation dealing with food pre- 
servation by usual methods, the storage of eggs, and the 
home curing of meats; affording opportunity for in- 
creasing skill in manipulation; a study of the planning, 
preparation, and serving simple and elaborate meals in 
regard to the nutritive needs of the family, market con- 
ditions, income and social activities of the household. 

Prerequisite: Home Economics 11 A, B, C, or its 
equivalent. 

Fall ,Winter, and Spring terms. 

Lecture and laboratory combined five hours per 
week. Credit three hours. 

Home Economics 22 A, B, C: 

The general purpose of this course is to develop judg- 
ment in the selection of clothing with the aim in view 
of teaching wiser expenditure of income and of time in 
the construction, care, repair, renovation and remodel- 
ing of garments. Special emphasis is placed upon the 
selection of ready-made clothing, including problems 
in shopping. A broader and more practical knowledge 
of textiles acquired will include a study of the econo- 
mic and industrial situation in clothing production. 
Discussions on standards of living will be applied to 
college girls in forming habits of cleanliness, neatness, 
attractiveness and wholesomeness. Problems in cloth- 
ing construction will develop a greater degree of tech- 
nical skill and a better understanding and appreciation 
of the value of design. The practical problems in 
Unit A, consist of making a silk dress and remodeling 
a wool dress or tailored suit. Unit B, a tailored street 
dress or an afternoon dress. Unit C, Millinery. 

Prerequisite: Home Economics 12 A, B, C, or its 
equivalent. 

Fall, Winter, and Spring terms. 

Lecture and laboratory combined five hours per 
week. Credit three hours. 

Home Economics 23 A, B, C. 

The first two terms deal with preservation of foods, 

variations of standard recipes,, and meal service, with 
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special emphasis to cost. The third term is devoted to: 
home management, including care of house, labor sav- 
ing devices, and household accounts. This course is. 
designed for students not taking regular home econo- 
mics course. 

Prerequisite: Home Economics 13, 11, or its equival- 
ent. 

Fall, Winter and Spring terms. 

Lecture and laboratory combined four hours per 
week. Credit two hours. 

Home Economics 24 A, B, C. 

This course includes construction and remodeling of 
silk and woolen garments, including study of textiles. 
One term is devoted to selection, construction and re- 
modeling of hats. This course is designed for students 
not taking regular home economics course. 

Prerequisite: Home Economics 14, 12, or its equival- 
ent. 

Fall, Winter and Spring terms. 

Lecture and laboratory combined four hours per 
week. Credit two hours. 

Home Economics 33 A. B.C: 

Nutrition and Dietetics. Unit A and B, study of the 
fundamental principles of nutrition as appled to the 
feeding of individuals under varying physiologcial and 
social conditions. A study is made of the metabolic 
processes of the body and the part foods play in meet- 
ing the needs of the body. From a dietary study made 
by each student of her food intake, discussion leads to 
a consideration of the family group. In addition to a 
study of nutrition in health the problem of feeding the 
sick is taken up, with a detailed study of the common 
disorders and diseases due to faulty feeding. 

Child Care. Unit C deals with the care of children 
beginning with the infant at birth and going to the 
school age. A study of the clothing, nursery, toys, play, 
and exercise, as well as the simple home remedies ap- 
plicable to children’s diseases will be made. 

Fall, Winter and Spring terms. 

Lecture and laboratory five hours per week. Credit 
three hours. 

Home Economics 34. 

A lecture and laboratory course in the house, its care, 
planning, and furnishing. <A study of working area 
with household convenience, built-in cupboards, clean- 
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ing closets and other conveniences in the home that 
would serve as time and labor savers. Special empha- 
sis will be given to designing the kitchen and dining 
room in view of meal preparation and service with 
least expenditure of energy. The house furnishing con- 
sists of a study of period and modern furniture, of the 
choice and arrangement of furnishings for the home 
from a sanitary, economic, and aesthetic standpoint. 
Laboratory problems in arrangement, in color, and in 
design and its application to furnishings in the home. 
Practical problems in Practice cottage. 

Prerequisite: Home Economics 12 A, B, C, or its 
equivalent. 

Fall, Winter, Spring terms. 

Lecture and laboratory combined five hours per 
week. Credit three hours. 

Home Economics 35: 

Home nursing deals with the care of the sick in the 
home under a doctor’s direction as well as the use of 
simple remedies that may be used without a doctor’s 
orders. Especial emphasis will be placed on the sani- 
tation of the sick room and the comfort of the patients. 
Also a study of First Aid remedies applicable to school 
and home emergencies. Under a doctor’s direction the 
student will gain actual experience with bandages, 
bindings, and the technique of resuscitation. 

Lectures, demonstrations and laboratory work com-. 
bined five hours per week for one term. 

Credit one hour. 
Home Economics 36 A, B: 

Special Methods. A study of the types of schools in 
which Home Economics may be taught; planning 
courses of study, modifications which may be made; 
methods of instruction and technique of teaching ad- 
apted to vocational home economics; observation and 
practice in class and laboratory management; text and 
reference books; equipment; supplies; administrative 
responsibility; and the teacher in the community. 

Winter and Spring terms. 

Lecture, observation, and reports, three one-hour 
periods. Credit two hours. 

Home Economics 44 A, B, C: 

The aim of this course is to train the student to or- 
ganize and manage the business of the household on an 
average income by use of the budget and its apportion- 
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ment, the keeping of accounts, and judicious expendi- 
tures. Attention is given to the control of waste in 
money, time, energy, and materials through a know- 
ledge of markets, labor-saving ideas, and methods of 
management. Each student in turn serves as cook, 
waitress, and hostess, thus gaining experience in the 
management of the various home activities, including 
the social life of the home and the entertaining of 
guests. 

Open to students who have completed the first three 
years of the home economics college course. 

Fall, Winter, and Spring terms. 

Two hours devoted to class discussions throughout 
the year and twelve weeks’ residence in the Practice 
Home . Credit three hours. 

Home Economics 46 A, B, C: 

Supervised teaching, including at least seventy-two 
hours of teaching, observation, and consultation. 

Fall, Winter, and Spring terms. 

Credit three hours. 


REGULATIONS GOVERNING TEACHER TRAINING 
COURSE IN VOCATIONAL HOME ECONOMICS 


Electives. Electives are to be chosen by the advice 
of the Director of home economics. Electives may be 
used as prerequisites. 

One course in home economics must be elected in 
whatever line the student is weakest. Home economics 
electives shall not exceed fifty per cent. 

One course in science, or art must be elected. Science 
and art electives shall not exceed fifty per cent. 

One academic course must be elected. Academic 
subject electives shall not exceed fifty per cent. 

No college credit can be given on this course for work 
pursued in high school. 

No student shall enter the third year of the teacher 
training course in vocational home economics until her 
previous work and general ability have been passed 
upon by a committee of three and it is agreed that she 
will make a good home economics teacher. This com- 
mittee shall consist of the President of this institution, 
the Director of home economics, and the State Super- 
visor of home economics. 

A home project covering at least six weeks and of an 
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intensive nature shall be pursued during the summer 
vacation at the end of the second year, if the student 
enters in the teacher training course. The nature of this 
project is to be determined after consultation with the 
Director. It is to be based upon the home economics 
work studied previously. 

A home project covering at least six weeks in home 
management, which shall include the entire manage- 
ment of a home for this period, shall be pursued dur- 
ing the summer at the end of the third year. 

Since these projects are to be pursued by all teach- 
ers in vocational teacher training, they will be super- 
vised by this college and the state board of education.

11. Plane Trigonometry. Freshman year. Three 
hours per week, first semester. Text: Wentworth- 
Smith. Credit 1 4% hours. 

12. College Algebra. Freshman year. Three hours 
per week, second semester. Text: Higher Algebra, 
Hawkes. Credit 1 4 hours. 

21. Analytic Geometry. Sophomore year. Three 
hours per week throughout the year. Text: New An- 
atytic Geometry, Smith and Gale. Credit 3 hours. 

31. Differential and Integral Calculus. Junior year. 
Three hours per week throughout the year. Text: Dif- 
ferential and Integral Calculus, Granville. Credit 3 
hours. 

22. A course open to students who expect to teach 
in junior and senior high school. Prerequisite Mathe- 
matics 11 and 12, for junior high school teachers. Pre- 
requisite Mathematics 11, 12, and 21 for senior high 
school. Credit 2 hours. 


MODERN LANGUAGES 
MADAME BARROSSE 


French 11. Elementary French for college students. 
The standard beginning course, with grammar, compo- 
sition, and class reading of about 250 pages of ordinary 
French prose. Credit 3 hours. 

French 21. Intermediate French. The = standard 
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second year course, with a review of grammar, some 
use of French in class, advanced composition, and class 
and collateral reading of about 600 pages of modern 
French prose. Prerequisite: French 21 or its equival- 
ent. Credit 3 hours. 

French 31. Advanced French. The third year course 
with an introduction to the history of French litera- 
ture, themes based on the reading and the careful study 
of the more difficult modern texts. Conducted in 
French as far as practicable. Prerequisite: French 21 
or its equivalent. Credit 3 hours. 

Spanish 21. An elementary course that aims to give 
a reading knowledge of Spanish, with the elements of 
grammar, simple conversation, and correct pronuncia- 
tion. Credit 3 hours. 

Spanish 31. An advanced course, consisting of a 
rapid review of grammar, advanced work in syntax, 
the writing of short essays, and reading of typical 
works by modern authors. Conducted in Spanish as 
for as practicable. Prerequisite: Spanish 11 or its 
equivalent. Credit 3 hours.

The purpose of the Department of Music is two fold: 
First: to train students to acquire the understand- 
ing of music necessary to be proficient as singers or 
performers on some instrument, and to become lead- 
ers of the musical life in the communities in which 
they may reside. 
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Second: to train students to qualify for the Pro- 
fessional Certificates issued by the State Department 
of Education. Holders of such certificates may accept 
positions in the High Schools of the state as teachers 
of Piano and pupils studying with these teachers. 
will receive credit from the High School for their music 
study. 

Such special certificates in Music will be granted by 
the State Department of Education to students who 
have met the requirements of Sophomore College Music 
and have taken the complete course in Public School 
Music. 

Freshman Music 10: 
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Courses similar in scope to that of Piano Course will 
be offered in the study of Pipe Organ, Voice, Violin, 
Viola, Violoncello, Flute and Clarinet. Lessons on any 
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ohe of these instruments may be taken instead of 
Piano. An equal amount of credit will be given for 
such study. 


Requirements for Admission to the 
Freshman Class in Music 
With Piano as Major Study 


The Prerequisite for College Music study is the com- 
pletion of a course covering two years of High School 
Music work equivalent to the course outlined for High 
School students on page 62, or training and _ ability 
sufficient to meet the following requirements. En- 
trance to the college course may be gained by bring- 
ing credit from standard High School or by examina- 
tion. 

Piano 

To play three pieces of Grade 3 from memory with 
intelligent interpretation, correct fingering, careful 
phrasing and pedalling, and well balanced rhythms. 

To play from music with fluency and _ technical 
ease three studies from Heller Op. 46 or 47, Czerny Op. 
636, Bertini Op. 100, a Kuhlau Sonatina, or some work 
of equal difficulty. 

Theory 

To be able to explain scale formations. 

To name quickly any tone of any scale when called 
for. 

To give three letter names for any white key. 

To explain the relative values of notes and rests, in- 
cluding dotted, double-dotted, and triple-dotted notes. 

To divide any note into any number of equal parts. 

To explain the signs of staff notation. 

To explain the meeting of the common terms of ex- 
pression, style and tempo. 

To explain the effect of the use of each of the three 
pedals. 

To give the rules of scale fingering. 

Music Appreciation 

Some knowledge of the History of Music or of the 
lives of the master musicians. 
Sight Reading 

To read correctly, fluently, and in tempo at sight any 
piece of grade 2A or any hymn time of even rhythm. 
Technic 

To be able to play all scales, major and minor, hands 
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together over four octaves, one, two, three and four 
tones to c click of the Metronome at 100. 

The tonic triads of any key in apeggio form, hands 
together, over three octaves, three tones at 100. 

The authentic plagal and mixed cadences of any key 
with three positions for soprano. 

Ear Training. 

To be able to determine the octave register of a tone. 

To follow the movement, whether up or down, of 
either voice of a two part melody. 

To recoginze the tones of a major scale by syllable. 

To write with notes and rests from dictation simple’ 
rhythms containing units combined or divided by two 
and three. 

All students of the College Music Course are requir- 
ed to take two private lessons a week. 

Students of Voice, Violin, Pipe Organ are required 
to take one private Piano lesson a week for two years. 
If, however, any student has had previous lessons in 
Piano she may be excused from further study of the 
same by permission of the Director of Music. 

In addition to the required major music course chos- 
en the student may take an additional private lesson in 
some other subject such as Violin, Voice or Pipe Organ 
upon payment of the extra tuition and upon receiving 
permission from the Dean and Director of Music. This 
course is called the Second Music Course. 

The course for Non-Music Students is a course in 
Piano or any other music subject without class in- 
struction. Such a course will not be credited in any 
way toward a certificate or diploma. Any student not 
doing the quality of work demanded by the teacher 
will be requested to discontinue this study. 

Glee Club. Membership in the Glee Club is open to 
all students. Any student with a good voice who en- 
joys singing is invited to become a member. 

Orchestra. The orchestra is composed of students 
of college music rank. Any student, however, may be- 
come a member if the director considers her sufficient- 
ly proficient on her instrument. 

Concerts. One or more concerts are given by the 
Glee Club and Orchestra each year. At least once a 
month a recital is given by a member of the music fac- 
ulty or by a visiting artist. 
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Recitals. Weekly recitals are given by students to 
- which the public is invited. 

A half hour period of singing will be given to all stu- 
dents twice a week. 

Practice Periods. For every student taking major 
music a piano is reserved for one hour every school 
day without extra charge. 

Every student is required to have a metronome. 

The Progressive Series of Piano Lessons. A stand- 
ardized course in Music study used by many of the 
leading schools, colleges and conservatories through- 
out the country has been adopted as a text for the 
teaching of Theory of Music. Any student who has 
passed any of the examinations of the Progressive 
Series of Lessons, or examinations that are equivaient 
will be given credit for the work she has done. Cer- 
tificates from the Art Publication Society will be given 
full recognition.

THE HIGH SCHOOL 


REQUIREMENTS FOR ADMISSION TO THE 
HIGH SCHOOL 


For the session 1921-22 only two years of High School 
work are offered—the third and fourth years. For ad- 
mission to the third year or lowest class, the applicant 
must have satisfactorily completed the first and sec- 
ond years of high school work, or the eighth and ninth 
grades of the Alabama public schools or their equival- 
ent. The satisfactory completion of the first, second 
and third years of high school will admit to the next 
higher, or fourth year high school class. 

An applicant for admission must be of good moral 
character, and of sound physical health. If it is found 
after one is admitted, that her health is such that her 
presence may be detrimental to the health of the other 
students, or if she cannot do satisfactory work in her 
classes, she will be required to withdraw. 

Blank forms for application for admission, for 
health certificate, and for statement of preparatory 
work will be furnished on request. These must be fill- 
ed out and sent with the advance fee of $2.50 to the 
President before room space can be reserved in the 
dormitory. The completion of two years of high school 
work is necessary for admission to the third year high 
school, which is the lowest class. 


METHODS OF ADMISSION 


(The regulations in this catalog governing the cours-. 
es of study supersede all previous catalogs) 

1. By examination: An applicant without certifi- 
cate from an approved high school should be able to 
pass entrance examinations for the class she wishes to. 
enter: 

Entrance examinations will begin at 8:00 oclock 
Tuesday morning, September 13, and continue through- 
out the day. At the same time former students and 
new students with approved certificates will be enroll- 
ed and classified. All students should arrive as early 
as possible on Monday, September 12 in order to 
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secure their rooms and be ready for classification or 
examination on Tuesday morning, thus saving them- 
selves much personal inconvenience. 

2. By certificate from affiliated schools: The cer- 
tificate must include a copy of the student’s record, 
both in studies and deportment, signed by the princi- 
pal of the school. This record should be given on the 
college blanks which will be furnished on application. 
If this certificate is not presented before the date set 
for the entrance examinations, the student will be re- 
quired to take the regular entrance examinations.

HIGH SCHOOL CREDITS 


Students who enter with only two years of high 
school work will not be given over 8 units of high 
school credit. 

Students who enter with only 3 years of high school 
work will not be given over 12 units of high school 
credit. .

RANKING OF HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS

Stenography. 4. The students are given dictation 
consisting of letters, law forms, magazines articles, ete. 


All notes are transcribed. To complete the course the 


students must pass an examination at one hundred 
words a minute, new matter. Six weeks of office work 
is required. 5 hours. Credit 3 hours. 

Typeuriting 4. Practice on typewriter continued. 


Manifolding, mimeographing and filing of letters are 


taught. A speed of sixty words a minute from dicta- 
tion is required. Practical work which embraces the 
duties that devolve upon a private secretary and the 
arrangement of letters, enclosures, forms of remittance, 
filing systems, etc., is given in connection with this 
course. 6 hours. Credit 3 hours. 

Bookkeeping 3 and 4. Modern Illustrative Book- 
keeping, Williams and Rogers Series. After the theory 
of Bookkeeping is understood, the students are requir- 
ed to keep books for commission, grocery, dry goods 
and maufacturing firms, with all vouchers and papers 
prepared for them. 

Typewriting course for Bookkeeping 3 and 4 is the 
same as that required of Shorthand 3 and 4 students. 
5 hours. Credit 3 hours. 


CHEMISTRY AND PHYSICS 


Chemistry 4. General Inorganic Chemistry. Exper- 
imental lectures on the elements and their compcurids, 
supplemented by laboratory work. This course is de- 
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signed for beginners and is a prerequisite for all later 
courses in chemistry with the exception of Chemistry 
11. Three lecture periods and one two-hour labora-- 
tory period per week.
